Raging Typhoon Adds 
To China Flood Peril

SHANGHAI, 
Aug. 
25—The 
flood devastated valley of the 
Yangtse was visited today by 
new horror in the shape of a 
raging typhoon which took a 
new toll of hundreds of lives 
and aggravated the suffering of 
the millions of homeless in Han­ 
kow and surrounding territory. 
Hundreds of structures, undermin­ 
ed by the flood waters of the last 
few weeks, collapsed under the force 
of the raging wind and toppled in­ 
to the Yangtse, carrying with them 
scores of Chinese who had taken 
refuge on rooftops when the waters 
of the swollen river inundated the 
area. 
Sampans Capsized 
Sampans which for the last three 
weeks have been able to navigate 
through the flooded streets of Han­ 
kow were capsized by 
the 
score. 


Each was loaded to capacity with 
scores of survivors of the flood dis­ 
aster. Many were swept to death in 
the raging torrent. 
The double horror of flood and 
typhoon was feared to have sealed 
the doom of the great city of In­ 
land China and perhaps that of its 
neighbors, Hanyang and Wuchang 
Sweeping down the valley of the 
Yangtse, the storm struck Shang­ 
hai with moderated force, causing 
only minor damage along the wat­ 
erfront. 
The American gunboat Tutuila, 
carrying food and medicinal supplies 
for American and other refugees, 
left Shanghai for Hankow this af- 
afternoon. Other ships were being 
loaded with similar cargos, and were 
due to leave for the flooded area 
shortly. 
The Yangtse was receding today 
at the rate of two inches daily. It 
was estimated that at this pace it 
will take six weeks for the river to 
reach its former level.

The wheat surplus problem this 
year is being solved by Lawrence 
county farmers who produce an av­ 
erage of 125,000 bushels yearly. 
County Farm Agent McCulloch 
says that the present threshing sea­ 
son indicates that the average yield 
of wheat in the county is above nor­ 
mal. 
A considerable part of the 
crop this year will be fed to dairy 
stock and poultry, while the re­ 
mainder will be sold to local mill­ 
ers. 
The practice of feeding the sur­ 
plus to farm animals has long been 
advocated by experts in farm eco­ 
nomics. 
McCulloch said that Law­ 
rence county fanners will feed the 
crop to livestock due to the low 
price this year. 
The yield is particularly good and 
more is being threshed 
this 
year 
than usual. 
With an 
average 
of 
125.000 bushels annually the crop 
has been reduced by 100,000 since 
1919, according to McCulloch. Along 
with the reduction in crop there has 
also been a reduction of wheat acre­ 
age in this county. Since 1919 about 
5.000 wheat acres have been turned 
to growing barley and truck crops. 
Part of this acreage has been tak­ 
en up for growing barley. 
Reports 
of farmers indicate that from 30 to 
40 bushels of barley are grown on 
what was formerly wheat acreage. 
Wheat is now yielding between 
25 and 40 bushels per acre on Law­ 
rence county farms, according to re­ 
ports to the County Farm Agent.

Already, so far as the United States, Canada and 
Mexico are concerned, radio broadcasting and communications to be 
most effective must be international in its scope and development. 
Here in the United States a truce seems to have been signed on 
the radio war. The best evidence of a general satisfaction with or resig­ 
nation to prevailing conditions is W ashington’s silence on the subject of 
radio control. From no angle is the situation wholly satisfactory, but it is 
tolerable, which may be all the public expects and can hope for. 


HAY FEVER AND THE SUBURBAN TREND 
Estimating that a million persons in the United States now suf­ 
fer from hay fever, the Public Health Service believes the steady growth 
of the disease lately may be due to the removal of city dwellers into 
suburban districts where they are exposed to insidious pollens. 
At this 
season the tiny irritants fly in the air from the flowers of certain grasses, 
weeds and trees. 
Often the annoyance, w'hile scarcely fatal, drives the 
sufferers to considerable expense in seeking a cure. 
The increase of the malady coincident with the centrifugal move­ 
ment of populations and their consequent infection from vagrant vege­ 
tation suggests a theory of cause and affect worth further study. Per­ 
sons who spend all their life in a city lack the immunity which outside 
residents enjoy. But the problem should not be difficult to combat. Too 
many noxious weeds flourish in vacant lots and along roads. 
The laws 
of Pennsylvania provide a penalty for property owners who tolerate this 
condition, but it is not well enforced. 
The negligence favors insects as well as weeds. 
Worm nests may 
now be seen hanging low from trees beside well traveled highways. They 
remain undisturbed week alter week. 
Japanese beetles have discovered 
a new form of dissipation In gorging themselves on the pink-flowered 
smart weed. 
They are devastating the pasture pest with an ardor that 
bids good riddance to. the nuisance, though it perpetuates .the beetle 
Both evils might be abated at a single swoop if the countryside would 
only make a concerted attack on unwanted flora and fauna. 
These m atters deserve attention at a moment when unemploy­ 
ment is a pressing problem. 
In New York Governor Roosevelt has ap­ 
pointed an advisory commission on rural development with the hope of 
luring back to the farm districts the excess inhabitants of New Yorks 
congested cities. 
But an important requisite will be to make these dis­ 
tricts habitable. If the rural boast of its healthful advantages over city 
life is to be maintained, thought must be given to cleaning up its weec 
and bug areas, just as cities lor/; ago cleaned up the breeding places of 
pestilential diseases.

When he discovered the X-rays over 20 years ago Roentgen pre­ 
dicted that they would be an aid to both the physician and the manufac­ 
turer. Flesh is so easily penetrated by the rays that medicine profited 
sooner than industry by the discovery. Not until Dr. W, D. Coolidge de­ 
vised the powerful tube that bears his name was it possible for the X-ray 
machine to become a valuable testing tool in the hands of the conscien­ 
tious manufacturer. 
That the X-rays have other than surgical and therapeutic uses the 
public learned when cocksure experts differed on the authenticity of a 
few reputed old paintings. 
There was no denying the faces and orna­ 
ments underlying layers of paint mercilessly exposed by the radiograph. 
Perhaps this success in the field of art had much to do with the applica­ 
tion of the all-seeing X-rays in industry. 
With the powerful apparatus now available it is possible to pene­ 
trate three inches of steel and to trace the course of water pipes and 
electric wires concealed in walls. 
Both raw materials and finished pro­ 
ducts can be examined for hidden defects. 
No longer can the welded 
and brazed joint masquerade under a deceptive exterior; for the radio­ 
graph remorselessly discloses telltale blisters and blowholes that invite 
disaster. Hidden cracks in metal stand out with clearness under the pow­ 
erful rays. 
Aviation has been made safer now that it is possible to reject wood 
because of internal knots and grub-holes which would defy the m ad 
vigilant ocular inspection. 
X-rays are used in making automobile tires 
and golf balls better and in detecting flaws in spark plugs, metal tubing 
and carburetors. 
Automobile axles and crankshafts can be made safer 
and better, and safety razor blades keener and more durable.

stamps. So did his father and his 
fath er’s father before him. 
And W right was astounded when 
he learned th a t he had a stam p col­ 
lection for which a New York dealer 
cheerfully offered $45,000. Astound­ 
ed th at is, until he began to check 
over his possessions. 
Then he val­ 
ued them a t $100,000. 
“Since 1800,“ the m iner said, “my 
ancestors and myself have had a 
habit of saving letters and postage 
stamps. Now I find our efforts to 
save those relics proved more than 
sentim ental. 
The habit: seems to 
have turned into a good business 
and I find myself possessed of a 
small fortune.” 
Value of his collection. W right 
said, came to him when a Pittsburgh 
nunism atist declared a stam ped let­ 
ter, w ritten before 1835 and de­ 
stroyed by a small boy to whom it 
had been given in a stam p trade, 
was worth $15,000. 
T h ^ l e t t e r , 
W right explained, was stam ped w ith 
a stencil as was custom ary before 
paper postage stam ps were in use. 
“I have letters dating back to 
1800,” the m iner said. “No envelopes, 
just letters folded and stam ped with 
a stencil m arked ‘three cents paid’. 
I have also a large num ber of 
stam ps which date back to the be­ 
ginning of the postage stam p era.” 
Since becoming aware of the value 
of his collection W right has kept in 
a safe deposit vault at a bank, where 
the precious stam ps and documents 
are safe against fire and theft.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25 —The res­ 
ignation of Jam es F Malone from 
the Pinchot cabinet, and its accom­ 
panying repudiation of Charles C. 
McGovern, ardent Pinchot support­ 
er, created consternation and con­ 
fusion in Allegheny county (Pitts­ 
burgh) political circles today. 
Jubilant adherents of McGovern's 
opponents in the four-phase race for 
the post of county commissioner im ­ 
mediately went into a huddle in an 
attem pt to “dope” just what effect 
the 
widely 
publicized 
resignation 
would have on "Fighting Buck Mc- 
govern’s” political future. 
McGovern, generally credited with 
insuring Pinchot’s nom ination thru 
a personal three-night vigil over the 
prim ary ballot boxes in Pittsburgh, 
is questing vigorously on a “clean­ 
up” campaign for one of the two 
available 
commissionerships. 
The 
other candidates are State Senators 
William D. Mansfield and Jam es J. 
Coyne and County Commissioner 
Joseph G. Armstrong. 
But Malone and McGovern work­ 
ed like Trojans for the election of 
Pinchot. 
All the prestige and 01 - j 
ganization built up through M a­ 
lone’s candidacy in a futile fight for 
the m ayoralty post in Pittsburgh 
two years ago were thrown behind 
the Pinchot candidacy.

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Rich Farm Land 
To Be Inundated 


Erection Of Dam In Susque­ 
hanna Will Cause Many 
Farms To Be Cov­ 
ered

LANCASTER, Pa., Aug. 25—Once 
cultivated by Indians who roamed 
the region, now by the ordinary Am­ 
erican farmer, hundreds of acres oi 
rich farm lands near here soon will 
disappear beneath the swirling wat­ 
ers of the Susquehanna river. 
More than a score of picturesque 
islands, ranging from mere sand 
bars to plots of 40 and 50 acres that 
dot the stream of several miles will 
be inundated with the closing of the 
gates of the gigantic Safe Harbor 
hydroelectric power dam, fast near­ 
ing completion below here. Erection 
of the dam will create an artificial 
lake, several miles in extent. 
Workmen employed by the com­ 
pany developing the power site al­ 
ready are busy clearing trees and 
buildings from the islands. Engin­ 
eers intend to level them 
to 
the 
ground, to 
avoid 
difficulty 
with 
navigation on the artificial lake. 
Power 
company 
representatives 
are buying properties on the islands 
and for several miles along both 
banks of the river, which will be 
inundated to a, depth of several feet. 
On the York county side, the Long 
Level Property Owners Association 
has been formed to see th at land­ 
owners are reimbursed for ground 
which 'will be covered with water. 
Summer homes have been built 
on many of the islands while others 
have been 
turned 
into 
veritable 
farms producing tobacco, corn, mel­ 
ons. and other farm 
and 
garden 
crops. The soil of the isles is very 
fertile and many of them are e x -! 
ceptionally well 
suited 
for 
truck 
fanning. 
Title to a number of the islands 
was granted by the Commonwealth 
years ago 
on application 
by 
the 
common law owners who were able 
to present surveys showing the land 
was a certain height above the low 
water level. 
In some cases, it is believed, title 
never passed 
officially 
from 
the 
state although the land has been 
nominally owned and occupied by 
tenants whose rights were respected 
and upheld in the region.

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Tri-State Conference 
On Coal Crisis Seems 
To Meet With Favor 


( i n t e r n a t i o n a l New* S e rv ice ) 
PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—Definite 
crystallization oi sentiment in favor 
gt a proposed bituminous coal con­ 
ference between the governors of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Vir­ 
ginia was noted today as some of 
Pittsburgh’s leading operators en­ 
dorsed the conference suggestion of 
J. T. M. Stoneroad. president of the 
Carnegie Coal company. 
Curtailment of production, such 
as now obtains in the oil fields, is a 
feature of Stoneroad’s suggestion. 
Operators pointed out that use of 
the police power in the state would 
not necessitate calling out the Na­ 
tional Guard to enforce any action 
which might be agreed upon in an 
emergency. 
Stonerosd expressed the benei 
that invocation of police force would 
not be neoessary to accom plish re­ 
sults, although it was pointed out 


that the scope of police power is as 
broad as the public welfare and 
broadest in scope of any govern­ 
mental activities and within state 
rights. 
B. H. Canon of the Clinton Block 
Coal company, president of the for­ 
mer Pittsburgh Coal Producers asso­ 
ciation, declared in favor of a tri­ 
state governors conference. He said: 
“If we could get the governors of 
Pennsylvania. West Virginia and 
Ohio to take concerted action of 
some kind for the benefit of the in­ 
dustry, it would result in good. No 
one of the three states however can 
do it alone.” 
J. H. Sanford, president of the 
i Chartiers Creek Coal company, said 
"it would be the salvation of the 
industry” if the operators could ob­ 
tain desired results through restric- 
‘ tion of production and. at the same 
j time, obtain a minimum price with 
an adequate wage for the miners.

A stiff right to the chtn that 
travelled only six inches lifted H art­ 
well off the floor and dropped the 
curtain. 
Dempsey Is Tiger 
Dave McCrea. 188-pounder from 
Tulsa, Okla., was the next victim, 
going out in less than one minute 
after Dempsey sprang across the 
ring with the opening gong in one 
of his old-time tigerish rushes.

Content to spar with Denny Len- 
hart, 182-pound Portland lumber­ 
jack, Dempsey allowed Lenhart to 
whale away, warding off the blow's 
with his arms and shoulders.
